Chief Executive Once 
More Appeals 
For Head of Republican Ticket, S ay­ 
ing Hi* Defeat Would Satisfy Only 
O ne Party of Individual*. 


O yster Bay, N. Y., Sept. 2 2 — Secre­ 
tary Loeb gave to representatives of 
the press a formal statem ent by the 
president, which was called forth by 
the recent exchanges between W. R. 
H e arst and 
Senator 
Foraker. 
Mr. 
H e arst in public utterance, 
had 
ac­ 
cused the senator of relations 
with 
the Standard Oil company inconsistent 
with his duties as a sen ato r and his 
attitude as a representative of Repub­ 
lican policies and professions. 
In this statem ent P resident Roose­ 
velt m akes another appeal for the sup­ 
port of Mr. Taft and declares that his 
defeat would bring “lasting satisfac­ 
tion to but one set of m en— namely, to 
those men who, as shown in the cor­ 
respondence published by Mr. Hearst, 
were, besides Mr. Foraker, the oppon­ 
ents of Mr. Taft, within his own party, 
and who now are behind Governor 
Haskell and his associates, the oppon­ 
ents of Mr. Taft in the opposite party.” 
The statem en t embodies 
a 
letter 
w ritten by Mr. Taft to a friend in Ohio 
on July 20, 1907, in which the present 
Republican candidate for tho presi­ 
dency refused to acquiesce in the plan 
of the Ohio state central com m ittee to 
endorse Mr. Taft for the presidency 
and Mr. F oraker for re-election to the 
senate in a 
single 
resolution. 
The 
president points out th a t Mr. T aft’s 
attitude has always been directly op­ 
posed to that, charged against Senator 
F oraker by Mr. Hearst, regarding the 
monied interests. 
The president cites 
the Brownsville affair as a case where 
the agitation was a phase of the effort, 
“by the representative of certain law- 
defying corporations to bring discredit 
upon the adm inistration.” 
It was, he 
says, in large part, not a genuine agi­ 
tation on behalf of colored men at all.”

Mrs. E. O. Terr il was born in Pu­ 
laski c o m fy , A ik ..

first years in W ise county were spent,

of Denton and Catlett creeks, some j 


miles east o f Decatur, but at the be-' 
gunning- of the civil w ar 
she came 
with her h u sb a - d and family to reside 
in Decatur. 
Her husband, Samuel 
L. Terrell, was one of the be>t known 
of the pioneers and a loyal and p a ­ 
triotic citizen of the time, having- 
been appointe I to serve in two offices 
of the first county official adm inistra­ 
tion. 
Mrs. Terrell was one of the 
good adm inistering women of the civ­ 
il and Indian war periods. 
Decatur 
was then the base of supplies for all 
this section. 
Many charitable a p ­ 
peals v.ere made to Mrs. Terrell and 
not one was ever turned away.

nourished and protected the wounded 
and opened her hospitable home to 
the fleeing-, savage-pursued settlers.

FIVE MILLION DOLLAR LOSS 


French Capital Is Visited by a 
T errible Conflagration. 
Paris, Sept. 21.—Fire broke out Sun­ 
day night in the central telephone 
building and spread with such rapid­ 
ity that some of’ the telephone em­ 
ployes were forced, alter brief and in­ 
effectual attem pts to extinguish the 
flames, to flee to the streets. 
The 
entire building was swept by flames, 
and this, together with tho postoffice, 
located close to Place des Viet ores, 
was totally destroyed. The loss is es­ 
timated at $5,udo,OOO, 
but a much 
greater loss is likely to he involved 
through the complete, interruption of 
all telephonic communication in the 
centi r of Paris, as well as communi* 
ca'ion with the provinces and abroad. 
The firemen were greatly im peded1 
in their work by the huge crowds 
which the f e w police in the vicinity 
wi re powerless to hold hack. 
Mes­ 
sengers were dispatched for reserves 
and troops were vtntuully forced 
to 
charge upon the spectators before they 
Cleared the scene of operations. 
It 
was not until 2 o’clock Monday that 
the fire was under control. 


HAND-TO-HAND FIGHT. 


Constable Wounded and A ntag­ 
onist Nearly Lynched. 
Anderson, Tex., Sept. 22.—In a ter- 
rible hand-to-hand battle with a negro 
named George Clark W. H. Taylor, a 
constable, 
was 
shot and seriously 
wounded near Shim, this (Grimes) 
county. 
Mr. Taylor was sent to Hous­ 
ton for treatment. 
The negro was 
charged with raising a disturbance at 
Ulmer and the constable was sum­ 
moned to arrest him. 
Taylor chased 
Clark two miles. Overtaking him, the 
negro and the officer struggled a long 
time for the constable’s pistol. Clark 
finally securing possession 
of 
the 
weapon. 
He fired upon Mr. Taylor 
shattering a hip bone. 
A mob formed and soon captured 
Clark, who had fled after shooting 
the officer. 
The negro was strung 
up to a tree, but did not lose his life, 
being found in a serious condition. He 
was placed in jail.

AEROPLANE FALLS. " 


Lieutenant Selfridge Dies and 
Wright Injured. 
First 
aeroplane 
fatality 
occurred 
near Washington. 
After having drawn the attention of 
the world to his aeroplane flights at 
Fort Meyer, and having established 
new world's records for heavier-than- 
air flying machines, Orville Wright 
met with a tragical mishap while mak­ 
ing a two-man flight. The aeroplanist 
was accompanied by Lieutenant Thom­ 
as E. Seltridge of the signal corps of 
the army. 
Lieutenant Selfridge was 
fatally injured and died in a short 
time. 
Mr. Wright was seriously in­ 
jured. 
While the machine was encircling 
the drill grounds a propeller blade 
snapped off, and hitting some other

part of the intricate mechanism, caus­ 
ed it to overturn in the air and fall 
to the ground enveloping the two occu­ 
pants in the debris. 
Soldiers and spectators ran across 
the field to where the aeroplane had 
fallen and assisted

Wright and Lieutenant Self ridge from 
under the tangled mass of machinery 
rods, wires and shreds of muslin. Mr. 
Wright was conscious, and said: 
"Oh, 
hurry and Iiil the m otor!” 
Lieutenant 
Selfridge 
was. uncon­ 
scious, and had apparently struck the 
ground with great force. 
His head 
was covered with blood, aryl he was 
choking when the soldiers extricated 
him from under the machine. 
Dr. Watters, a New York physician, 
was one of the first to reach the spot 
and remit red first aid to the injured 
men. 
When their wounds had been 
bandaged Al". Wright and Lieutenant 
Selfridg< 
were taken to Fort Mover 
hospital at the other end of the field. 
lr was feared that Mr. Wright was suf­ 
fering from infernal injuries. 
He had 
lapser into a state of semi-uncon­ 
sciousness by the time he reached the 
hospital, while Lieutenant Selfridge 
did not regain consciousness at all. 
He sustained a fracture of the base of 
the skull, and was in a critical condi­ 
tion.

the public schools in Texas, I ask for 
space to call attention to and correct 
it. 
This dispatch says that “ citizens of 
Decatur have been searching to see 
how tile geography had treated that 
city and to their chagrin found that 
Decatur was not on the map at all 
and that by all odds a great mistake 
has been made, and claim that there 
is no excuse for the oversight, since 
D ecatur sits 1,200 feet in the atmos­ 
phere, is 600 feet higher than Dallas, 
500 feet higher than F o rt W orth, has 
graveled 
streets, water 
and light 
plant, the best oil and hour mill, the 
the best B aptist college,” etc. 
On pages 2 and 3, the map of Texas 
has Decatur printed on it in the same 
type and distinctness as other Texas 
towns and cities. 
On page 29, it is 
printed on another map in still larger 
type, and in a footnote to the same 
page is again printed. 
But it is not 
on page 82, because cities under 7000 
inhabitants have no place on that 
map. 
In LXK), the United States census 
showed a population of 1,662, and a 
scholastic 
population of 
330; 
the 
scholastic population of 1907 was 318, 
of 1908, 337; although children 7 years 
of age have been added to it since 
1900. and in number of children 7 to 
17 years old, it ranks about 230th 
among the towns and cities of the 
state. 
It is, however, a beautiful, attrac­ 
tive and most advantageously located 
town, and some of its attractive fea­ 
tures are brought in the geography. 
AA’bile the book nowhere shows that 
it “ sits up 1.200 feet in the atmos­ 
phere,” it does show on the map on 
page 5 that it is over 1000 feet above 
sea level. 
The map on page 7 shows 
that it mean annual rainfall is about 
thirty inches, and the ma}) on page 8 
shows the mean annual tem perature to 
be about 
63 
degrees. 
Fahrenheit* 
while the m ap on page 13 shows that 
it is near the great coal belt of Texas. 
Twd other maps show its situation 
with reference to the western cross­ 
timbers, and it is again mentioned on 
page 43. 
In estim ating the population of dif­ 
ferent towns and cities in this book, 
there are four patent erro rs, which 
will soon be corrected, but Decatur is 
not one of the places. 
All the data 
concerning it comes from the highest 
official sources and is based upon ac­ 
tual investigation. 
That any one in 
O 
y. 
the search for things iii this geo­ 
graphy, about Decatur, should have 
failed to stumble upon some of these 
facts is amazing.
